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FIRE PREVENTION 


Calgary firemen are making a sys- 
tematic examination of buildings in 
that city, and pointing out to owners 
and occupants where there are defects 
in the heating plants, or other condi- 
tions which needlessly increase the fire 
hazard. That is a very practical mea- 
sure of fire prevention, and as timely 
as it is practical. What about having 
a similar survey made of buildings in 
Edmonton? 


GETTING THEM TOGETHER 


It is good news that the Provincial 
Government is to set up an agricultural 
development board whose duty will be 
to establish contacts between farmers 
who want to buy livestock and finan- 
cial institutions which are in position 
to supply the money. 

In the existing conditions, if any 
large use is to be made of the oppor- 
tunity to revive the stock industry that 
will have to be done on a credit basis. 
Stock is scarce and dear, and a large 
proportion of farmers who need stock 
to utilize unsaleable feed are not in po- 
sition to buy. 

If the financing can be satisfactorily 
done in the ordinary way, so much the 
better. If not, the Government would 
be warranted in using the public credit, 
within reason, to put stock on Alberta 
farms, as it was used last winter to save 
the wheat pool from crashing. 


FEWER FARMS; LARGER CITIES 


A census shows that there are 233,- 
215 fewer farms in the United States 
than there were ten years ago. More, 
land is under cultivation, but farms are 
larger and there are not so many of 
them. The same tendency to combine 
small farms into large ones is said to be 
observable in Canada. 

Power machinery is blamed for cha- 
sing the small farmer off his land and 
making farming a profitable business 
only when it is done on a large scale. 
Farms and farm families are decreasing 
in number, it is claimed, because the 
tractor has invaded the countryside 
and plowed up the economic arrange- 
ments which made small-scale farming 
possible. 

Perhaps the rule works the other 
way. People were flocking from country 
to town long before the tractor and the 
combine were numerous enough to af- 
fect the situation. Farm machinery 
has come into action as the farm labor 
supply dwindled. The small farm has 
disappeared in the larger one as a 
necessary consequence. 

Whichever is cause, and whichever 
effect, the fact undoubtedly is that grain 
farming means fewer and larger farms, 
with a corresponding decrease in farm 
population and growth of urban centres. 
The unemployment now existing in 
these centres is in part due to that 
town-ward drift. One way to deal with 
unemployment, permanently, is to en- 
courage mixed farming, rather than 
grain growing. 


ALBERTA HAS A CASE 


Premier Brownlee is not very hope- 
ful of getting help from the Dominion 
Government to complete the Jasper 
highway as part of the Trans-Canada 
highway. He points out, quite correct- 
ly, that a good dea! of rock work will 
have to be done on the Ontario section 
of the National highway, and that as 
the freeze-up does not come there as 
early as in Alberta, there is more op- 
portunity to carry on construction in 
northern Ontario this fall and winter 
than on the Jasper road. 

But federal assistance to the build- 
ng of the Trans-Canada highway is not 
contingent upon the work being all done 
during the winter. Mr. Bennett made 
no such stipulation in the campaign 
speeches by which he pledgec himself 
“to the hilt” to assist that enterprise. 
The project was to be backed as a means 
of creating employment, but there was 
no attached condition that the con- 
struction had to be done altogether in 


winter time. 
Again, speaking in parliament at the 
emergency session, mier Bennett 


made it that the Government will 
not cut off its assistance to any enter- 
prise at the 31st of March next. He 
agreed that no new contracts should

be made after that date, but very expli- 
citly stated that undertakings already 
entered upon should and would be car- 
ried to completion. 

If there had never been an emer- 

ney session and emergency vote, the 
ederal Government would still stand 
obligated to assist in the construction 
of a Trans-Canada highway. And the 
conditions laid down by the Premier 
made plain that assistance from the 
emergency fund can and will be given 
next summer to the completion of a pro- 
ject started this fall or winter. 

Alberta can therefore make out a 
good case for assistance toward tle Jas- 
per highway, aside altogether from the 
emergency fund; and an equally good 
case for assistance from that fund on 
the ground that a substantial part of 
the work can be done during the fall 
and winter and the enterprise brought 
to completion next summer—when, 
judging from the past summer, unem- 
ployment may still be a matter requir- 
ing attention.

Pretty much up in the air at the 
present time, with a lot of speculation 
going the rounds regarding the prob- 
oa — of L senior amateur 
and junior ues but with little def- 
initely know about either, tan 


This is somewhat different from 
Past years, especially in the case of 
the senior circuit, where it has 
usually been a cut-and-dried pro- 
Position as to which teams would 
make up the league before the 
annual meeting was held. 


It would, I think, benefit the senior 
loop if there was some kind of a 
shake-up in its members. 

For the past few years the seniors 
have been in tre doldrums, getting 
nowhere in particular, and turning 
many fans on them by their 
seeming indifference towatds ever 
improving the four-team group.

In the past, teams have gained 
admission into the senior ie who 
would be walloped every time out 
by a good junior club and yet no 
attempt has been made to remedy 
this situation by those who have the 
necessary jurisdiction. 


Tt must be done eventually if senior 
hockey is ever to flourish here, so why 
not this year? 


As for the junior league, which 
blossomed out last winter into one 
of the most popular puck circuits in 
the province, there seems to be a 
few minor changes in prospect but 
nows of any great import. 


There will be, in all likelihood, four 
teams pein this year and these, prob- 
ably, will be the same four clubs that 
competed last season, though one will 
be opegating under a new name; the 
Enarcos having switched over to the 
Penn Moters.
